A yes for Three Cups plans? 


DISTRICT councillors are expected to 
make a decision this week which could 
see the former Three Cups Hotel site in 
Lyme Regis bought back into use after 
being left empty for almost 30 years. 

West Dorset District Council planning officers 
are recommending approval of the £5million plans 
to part-demolish the rear of the grade II listed for¬ 
mer hotel in Broad Street, owned by Palmers 
Brewery, and to create a retail outlet on the ground 
floor, nine apartments above and a restaurant and 
12 letting rooms in the car park area at the rear of 
the building. 

The development will also include public access 
from Broad Street into Langmoor Gardens and the 
iconic, Georgian front exterior of the building will 
remain the same. 

The council’s Development Control Committee 
is expected to make a final decision at Thursday’s 
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meeting (tomorrow). 

The officer’s report reads: “This planning and 
listed building consent application are the result of 
many years consultation with your officers. His¬ 
toric England and the local community including 
the town council and those neighbouring occupiers 
that adjoin the site. 

“The site has been vacant and derelict for many 
years too, and all agree that the building needs to 
be brought back into life and into beneficial use. It 
could be argued that this site centrally located 
within the main shopping street is the one promi¬ 
nent site that lets the town down badly from an 
economic and tourism point of view. 

“It proposes the introduction of a modem, 21st 
century architectural approach to the rear of the site 
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in an otherwise historic setting surrounded by 
listed buildings and within a Conservation Area 
and in an area that has known to suffer from land 
stability problems.” 

The report comments on several planning issues 
surrounding the application, including the listed 
building officer’s concerns over loss of part of the 
main listed building and the modem nature of the 
development at the rear. 

Historic England, formerly known as English 
Heritage, have also raised concerns that the height 
of the top floor of accommodation will affect a 
neighbouring property “without evidence of justi¬ 
fication”. 

However, Historic England concluded: “This is 
generally a robust scheme which has responded 
positively to the challenging agenda posed by the 
site and the need to accommodate its heritage sig¬ 
nificance.

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Coastal protection works win 
national engineering award 


ENGINEERS have scooped a top 
award for the latest phase of coastal 
protection works in Lyme Regis at a 
ceremony hosted by the Institute of 
Civil Engineers (ICE) in Bristol. 

The pioneering Lyme Regis Environ¬ 
mental Improvements Phase IV 
scheme beat off 14 competitors to take 
home the ICE South West Major Proj¬ 
ect of the Year award at the ceremony 
last Friday. 

The award recognises construction 
projects that stand out for their physi¬ 
cal achievement and innovation, and 
that promote excellence in the engi¬ 
neering profession. 

The £19.5 million scheme was 
funded by Defra, Dorset County 


Council and West Dorset District 
Council, and Balfour Beatty was the 
main contractor. 

It has protected around 390 metres of 
coastline between Church Cliff and 
East Cliff, as well as 480 homes to the 
eastern side of the town and a main 
route into Lyme from coastal erosion 
and landslips for the next 50 years. 

The scheme included the construc¬ 
tion of a new seawall and steps up to 
Charmouth Road car park, which was 
recently named Church Cliff Walk at a 
recent official opening ceremony. 

Councillor Anthony Alford, leader of 
West Dorset District Council said: 
“We are delighted to receive this 
award which recognises the council’s 


achievements over many years. 

“This project has truly been a team 
effort, so congratulations must go to 
all those involved, including engi¬ 
neers, designers and contractors, as 
well as those who have helped fund 
the scheme. 

“Phase IV and previous phases have 
significantly improved the sea de¬ 
fences of the town and helped secure 
the infrastructure for years to come. 
Winning this award is just the icing on 
the cake.” 

Andy Duff, Balfour Beatty manag¬ 
ing director for the south and Isle of 
Wight, added: “The Lyme Regis Envi¬ 
ronmental Improvement Phase IV 
Project, delivered in conjunction with 


West Dorset District Council and their 
team, was a technically challenging 
and hugely successful project that was 
critically important both environmen¬ 
tally and economically, protecting up 
to 480 homes as well as infrastructure 
and tourism.” 

Councillor Daryl Turner, Lyme 
Regis member for West Dorset District 
Council commented: “Lyme residents 
are indebted to all of the organisations 
that worked on the new sea wall, not 
only for the practical security it has 
given the town, but for the extremely 
attractive walk it has produced for 
local residents and visitors alike.”

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Plans to demolish activity centre win 
approval of district council officer 


PLANS to demolish the former Woodberry Down 
educational and outdoor activity centre in Lyme 
Regis have been recommended for approval by a 
West Dorset planning officer, despite local con¬ 
cerns over the loss of employment land. 

Bloor Homes has applied to demolish the cur¬ 
rently empty centre to build a further six four-bed¬ 
room houses to add to its current 46 homes under 
construction on land off Colway Lane. 

Lyme Regis Town Council recommended re¬ 
fusal of the application, arguing that previous con¬ 
sents for development on the site had been granted 
on the condition that the original building retained 
an element of “much-needed” light industrial 
and/or conunercial use in a town where there were 
few opportunities for similar use. 

Planning & Highways Committee chairman. 
Councillor Anita Williams, said she was “very 
concerned” about the loss of employment land 
and urged anyone with similar concerns to object 
to the plans. 

Several residents have objected to West Dorset 
District Council on the grounds that Lyme Regis

needed more land for employment uses, but the 
district’s planning officer has now recommended 
the plans for approval. 

The officer’s report states that it was intended 
that the building be retained for employment use 
when planning permission for the surrounding 
houses was granted last year, but the developer’s 
marketing and viability report had since deemed 
the site unsuitable for a proposed field studies 
centre, which had been discussed by Lyme Regis 
Development Trust in recent years. 

Bloor Homes also reported that the existing 
building contained asbestos and its configuration 
would be “unsuitable for modem, commercial ac¬ 
commodation”. They said that re-development of 
the site would need to be considered if employ¬ 
ment use were to continue on the site and the de¬ 
mand for office space was low. 

“The cost of converting the existing building or

food a new shop would serve.

new development is not considered to be viable 
for employment use,” the report added. 

The officer goes on to say that the use of the site 
for residential purposes was “acceptable” despite 
it being earmarked for employment in the Local 
Plan because the site is “very small” and makes a 
“very minor contribution” to the plan. 

The officer concluded: “The redevelopment of 
this site formerly used for educational purposes 
for six dwellings is considered to be acceptable. 

“The former use ceased some time ago and the 
demolition of the building is accepted. The build¬ 
ing was in a poor state of repair including the 
presence of asbestos making refurbishment unre¬ 
alistic, particularly for modern conunercial use. 

“The potential loss of employment land is not 
considered to be significant and the proposed res¬ 
idential units will help meet our housing need.” 

West Dorset District Council’s Development 
Control Committee is expected to make a final de¬ 
cision on the plans at its meeting tomorrow 
(Thursday).

ROBERT EDGAR NORTHCOTT 

Private, 1st Battalion, Hampshire Regiment 
Service No. 8373 

Born December 1888 in Rousdon and 
died July 1915 in Ypres, Belgium 

Robert Northcott had enlisted in Guernsey, Chan¬ 
nel Islands, in 1909 and served in South Africa, 
Mauritius and India with the 2nd Battalion, Hamp¬ 
shire Regiment prior to the First World War. 


He joined the 1st Battalion, Hampshire Regiment 
in France on May 2nd 1915 during the Second Bat¬ 
tle of Ypres from April 22nd to May 25th 1915. 

The son of Samuel and Emily Northcott, of Grin- 
ton Cottage, Rousdon, he was killed in action and 
has no known grave. 

He is commemorated on the Menin Gate Memo¬ 
rial, Ypres, Belgium, panel 35 and is also com¬ 
memorated on the Rousdon and Axmouth 
Memorials.

Remembering the wartime days 


A POSTCARD recently spotted in 
Lloyds bank in Lyme Regis has got 
local resident Diana Shervington 
reminiscing about the wartime 
years. 

Mrs Shervington, known locally 
for her family connections to famed 
author Jane Austen, spotted a post¬ 
card in Lloyds with a picture of Spit¬ 
fire, which led her to dig out a 
picture of her sister. Felicity Bragg, 
in her own Spitfire. Felicity was a 
flight captain with the RAF and was 
awarded the MBE for her services 
during the Second World War, as 
was Diana's brother. Lieutenant 
Colonel Ben Bradford, who later be¬ 
came a Brigadier. 

Diana herself worked in intelli¬ 
gence in the Women's Auxiliary Air 
Force and was often not allowed to 
tell her family, then living in Hamp¬ 
shire, where she was based or what 
she was working on. All three sib¬ 
lings served throughout the war. 

The postcard in Lloyds was one of 
many produced to celebrate the

bank's 250th anniversary. It said that 
during the war, 12,000 staff from 
Lloyds clubbed together to buy a 
Spitfire, named "The Black Horse", 
which went into action in March 1941 
before colliding mid-air with another 
Spitfire in 1942.

In the Lord’s Prayer, Jesus taught His disciples “For¬ 
give us our trespasses, as we forgive them that have 
trespassed against us”, and God is willing to forgive 
us our sins! 

We sometimes say “forgive and forget”, but those 
families in America, although they have forgiven, will 
never really forget. With the best will in the world, 
the events of that day will always be in their memo¬ 
ries. 

When God forgives, the Bible says “our sins are re¬ 
membered no more”. Those grieving families have 
forgiven the murderer, but they have said that they 
want justice to be done. 

The Christian message is that justice has been done 
in respect of our sins when Jesus Christ died to pay 
the penalty. That lovely old hymn written by Cecil 
Francis Alexander in the 1800s, “There is a green hill 
far away”, has the words “He died that we might be 
forgiven; He died to make us good”. What a wonder¬ 
ful message our churches can preach!

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Oh what a performance, oh what a show! 


K elly Apps first appeared on the 
stage when she was six or seven. 
Her mum and dad, Janet and 
Malcolm Street, were involved in 
the pantomime society and it was during 
one of their summer variety shows that she 
first walked out on the Marine Theatre 
stage. She sang a rendition of “Land of 
Make Believe” - the start of a love affair 
with performing that has dominated her life 
My first question to Kelly: Were you encouraged 
as a little girl to sing and perform? 

It was the only thing I was good at. I tried things 
like Brownies and ballet. I was never going to be a 
dancer. I liked performing and singing and was en¬ 
couraged by mum and dad. When I was about 12 1 
started having singing lessons with Brian Manners 
(Woodroffe School music teacher and musical direc¬ 
tor of the operatic society for many years). 

“I performed with the panto society from the age of 
14. Up until then I had the odd walk-on part in dad’s 
variety shows. I would always have a solo spot but I 
did not become a fully paid-up member until I was 
14. 

When did you graduate to the operatic society? 

I had been going to Brian Manners for a couple of 
years. I was in the chorus for the first and second year. 
It was Brian who encouraged me to joining the oper¬ 
atic society. I used to go and watch the society and 
idolised Liz (Broome), Elaine (Kendrick) and David 
Coates. I used to go with mum and dad when I was 
quite young but I never thought I would be part of it 
because I did not think I would be good enough. 
When I was 16 Brian said “I think you should join,” 
which shocked me, and I have not looked back since. 

I also joined Axminster Operatic Society when I 
was 18. Showboat was my favourite role with Axmin¬ 
ster. I played the part of Magnolia, and Lady Jacque¬ 
line in Me And My Girl and Hope in Anything Goes. 
I also played the anchor in Kiss Me Kate at Axminster 
and Agnes Gooch in the Lyme performance of Mame 
alongside Nicky Sweetland and Tracey Wakeling, two 
of my heroes. 

I knew Kelly was a great singer from an early age 
but I remember distinctly going to a show and 
thinking how much her acting had improved. 
Kelly knew exactly when that was... 

I went on a summer course on stage combat at 
Loughborough University. In the evenings you could 
do separate classes and every night I was coached in 
method acting. I always tried to use previous experi¬ 
ences in my life in my roles and he went through the 
process bit for each character, building a history, and 
then using various techniques, drawing on your own 
personal experiences. At that point I went from act¬ 
ing on stage to it being quite real. It was the time of 
Oklahoma when I played Laurie. 

The conversation then turned in Evita and 
how she had managed to produce a level of per¬ 
formance that had the town talking for weeks. 

I try not to listen to recordings. I already knew 
Evita backwards. I wanted to play 
it all my life. I wanted to make 
it my own part, rather than it 
being about what some¬ 
one else has done. Lis¬ 
tening to recordings can 
throw you.” 

I reminded her 
that in Axminster 
and Lyme, in terms 
of professionalism, the bar had been raised 
tremendously. 

In the past, part of being in shows was having a 
bit of fun on stage. It’s much more professional now. 
Difficult to distinguish between amateur and profes¬ 
sional and both Lyme and Axminster have got to that 
level. 

I think that’s got to do with the old operatic shows 
when you just had to dress the stage and it did not re¬ 
quire a huge amount of acting. That sounds awful but 
I don’t mean it disrespectfully. The shows were great. 
I remember going to operatic shows and being ab¬ 
solutely mesmerised by them. When you are doing 
big shows the characters have to be real so it had to 
change. We have to keep up with the other societies - 
Yeovil, Bridport and Exmouth, where Nicky was bril¬ 
liant recently in The Witches of Eastwick. 

We then spoke about the intensive rehearsal 
schedule, especially as the show got nearer first 


WHEN Lyme Regis Operatic Society decided 
to change its name to Lyme Regis Musical The¬ 
atre - to reflect the major musicals now so pop¬ 
ular with amateur stage groups - it was essential 
to choose a show that would make an impact. 

The choice of Evita presented many problems, 
not least of all the lack of male performers, and 
just a few weeks before curtain-up serious con¬ 
sideration was given to cancelling the show. 

But they managed to pull it together and Evita 
turned out to be one of the most successful ever 
staged at the Marine Theatre. 

In partcular, the three leading players - Kelly

night. 

We try to keep it quite light-hearted at first but 
equally we do take it extremely seriously. It’s a team 
effort. I could not have done that part without every¬ 
one else there. It was quite intense. It’s not just a 
hobby, it’s hard work. We start off once a week, then 
principal rehearsals as well and then towards the end 
you are looking at three. The last three weeks before 
the show it’s very intense, every night. 

So as a young mother of two children under 
seven, how does she cope? 

Ollie’s in bed by 7pm so that helps. I also work and 
Maddi is at the age when she wants to spend time 
with me in the evening. Evita was hard, first time I 
had noticed that. She’s now of an age asking where 
are you going, who’s looking after me? I have a great 
team behind me - their dad, family and friends. 

So Evita was the part you always wanted to play? 

I remember being obsessed with 
the film when I was around 12 to 
14.1 watched it every day but I 
could not sing it. My voice 
was not developed enough 
then. It used to infuriate the 
hell out of me, I could not get 
the low notes. Vocally it’s a 
very acrobatic part. Evita 
jumps between high 
and low with nothing in 
between. It’s quite a 
hard thing. 

I knew the story. I had 
read her biography and 
I knew the character re¬ 
ally quite well. The 
hard part is how to por¬ 
tray that role. There is a 
tough scene at the end 
when Evita is dying 
and of course I don’t 
know how that feels. 

Were you aware 
that people were cry¬ 
ing in the audience? 

I have been told that 
and I saw people on the 
Sunday who told me 
that I had made them 
cry. People have told me it was special. Jim Rowe 
told me I had moved him more than Elaine Page did. 
It was her role really. I heard an interview with her 
before the show and she said it was the hardest part 
she had every played. 

Those scenes towards the end were emotional. 
Evita starts off quite young and vibrant. She ages 20 
years during the show. I had to remember what it was 
like being 16 or 17 and then seeing her going up 
through the ranks as an actress. I have only been an 
actress on an amateur basis. 

The hardest stuff was the political bit because I have 
no idea how that felt. I had to do quite a lot of re¬ 
search. She was a commoner, came from a very low 
background from where she ended up. 

We spoke about Ian Styles, who came in with 



Apps as Eva Peron, Ian Styles as Peron and 
Dan Wilkins as Che Guevara - produced per¬ 
formances that had the town talking for weeks. 

Commenting on Kelly Apps’ role, in my re¬ 
view of the show I wrote that in 50 years of cov¬ 
ering the local stage I had not witnessed such a 
“powerful yet poignant performance” on the 
amateur stage. 

In the first of a two-part interview, Kelly, 34, 
a member of the talented Street family, recalls 
how she handled the role she always wanted to 
play and the major effect it has had on her life 
as a young mother of two. 

just six weeks of rehearsal to play Peron. 

Luckily he knew the part quite well; an obsession of 
his, as it was with Dan as well. All three of us are ob¬ 
sessed by Evita. Ian was amazing to work with; very 
gentle, very sympathetic on stage. People do not re¬ 
alise what a level of love Evita and Peron had at the 
end. It was viewed as a marriage of convenience but 
we wanted to show how much she meant to him when 
she was dying. 

We are very good friends now. You do become 
friends. We had not known each other very long. To 
get that level of chemistry, we would normally have 
six months, it was incredible. To be honest, it was 
quite intimidating. He’s a big shot businessman and I 
had heard of him by reputation. I did not think we 
would have anything to talk about off stage but we are 
very good friends now. 

Were you aware during the week that the por¬ 
trayal of Evita was something special? 

It was quite an emotional rollercoaster, a journey. I 
think we all on a massive journey and we took the rest 
of cast with us. Two weeks before the show I thought 
this was terrible, we don’t have a show we should pull 
the plug on it. Then suddenly from nowhere, like a 
family in crisis, we pulled together. I have had a lot 


of compliments but I could not have reached that level 
without that support. It had a feeling in the end of a 
close-knit family. We all felt a bit of a wrench when 
it was over. 

From a personal point of view, you would have 
been aware what the audience felt. How do you 
come down from that? 

It was devastating. It’s always like that but I felt it 
more this time. You build relationships, you spend a 
lot of time with them and then they are not part of 
your life anymore. I became quite close to my char¬ 
acter and that’s difficult to let go of, and I miss her. 
The course I went on also taught me the way to re¬ 
lease the character, there are techniques you can learn. 
But I had a conversation with Jo (Hopkins, society 
chairman) two weeks after the show and she said I 
was still Evita, still stuck in character. 

Coming down after each performance is so difficult. 
But Eacebook is a wonderful thing. You can carry on 
talking to each other for another three hours because 
you cannot switch off.” 

So where do you go from here? Will you ever get 
another part like Evita? 

I don’t think so. I’m nor sure I want one. I don’t 
know whether it could feel that way again, it was very 
special. 

Do you think Evita did the society, with a new 
name, a great deal of good? 

We had to follow Axminster. There was a lot of 
speculation about whether it was the right show. Peo¬ 
ple either love it or hate it, it’s the Marmite show! It’s 
not a happy show, not easy to listen to. Even the 
NODA rep told us it was not her favourite show. But 
she was full of praise for what we had done, very 
complimentary. Some people don’t like an unhappy 
ending when they go to the theatre. I was shocked that 
people said it was that emotional. My sister found it 
quite hard to watch. I wanted people to be moved by 
it.

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Jurassic Coast celebrated with week of events 


T he Jurassic Coast Trust's first ever 
"Love the Jurassic Coast Week" has 
been a tremendous success, at¬ 
tracting support from communities 
across the 95 miles of World Heritage 
Coastline and beyond. 

The week was designed to draw people to¬ 
gether around their shared passion for the world 


famous cliffs and beaches, and to capture the 
many reasons people love this area. 

A Facebook page established for the week saw 
people sharing their Jurassic Coast memories, 
stories and videos, and was inundated with con¬ 
tributions from across locations and generations. 

Among the thought-provoking and heart-felt 
stories were some well-known faces, including 
celebrity chef Hugh Fearnley-Whittingstall from 
River Cottage, who shared his per¬ 
sonal take on the coast and his rela¬ 
tionship with it. 

"If there's one place around here I 
love to be, possibly even more than 
the River Cottage veg garden, it's on 
the Jurassic Coast," he said. 

"I love to pootle out on the har¬ 
bour on my little boat and when I'm 
a couple of hundred yards out, I 
look back at the glorious beach and 
those amazing cliffs, and I think how 
lucky I am to live in such a beautiful 
place." 

The Facebook page reached al¬ 
most 25,000 people during the 
week and captured the reflections 
and ideas of coast lovers both resi¬ 
dent and tourist, local and interna¬ 
tional. 

The trust's travelling stall ventured 
from Durdle Door to Exmouth dur¬ 
ing the week, speaking to nearly 
500 people, gathering more stories, 
and enacting the trust's belief that 
the coast is best looked after by the 
people who use it, and that every¬ 
one - resident, business and visitor 
- has a role to play in safeguarding 
it for future generations. 


Crucial to the week's success was the group of 
30 Jurassic Coast Ambassadors, who have been 
recruited and trained through the Heritage Lot¬ 
tery-funded "Growing the Jurassic Coast Commu¬ 
nity" project. 

"Love the Jurassic Coast Week" also attracted 
substantial support from local businesses, either 
by fundraising for the trust, contributing to the 
film, hosting the travelling stall or sharing con¬ 
tent online. 

Jenna Summers from Weymouth and Lulworth 
Rib Rides, said: "It is only fair that those of us who 
take advantage of our coastline and England's 
first and only natural World Heritage Site, help 
support the trust in their work, and we were de¬ 
lighted to offer people a fun boat ride whilst rais¬ 
ing money for a wonderful cause."

CENTENARYTRIBUTETO LEGENDARY 
JAZZ SINGER BILLIE HOLIDAY 


KNOWN for her definitive interpretations of classic jazz 
standards such as Summertime, Love Me or Leave Me 
and God Bless the Child, Billie Holiday is considered to 
be one of the greatest jazz vocalists of all time. Listen 
to vocalist Julie Dunn and pianist Philip Clouts in a cen¬ 
tenary tribute to Holiday's ongoing legacy at the Brid- 
port Arts Centre Jazz Cafe on Friday, July 17th. 

Born in America in 1915, by 1933 Billie Holiday was 
already singing in Harlem jazz clubs, where she was 
discovered by the producer and talent scout John 
Hammond. Hammond im¬ 
mediately arranged three 
recording sessions for her 
with Benny Goodman and 
found more work for her in 
New York clubs. In 1935, he 
began recording her regu¬ 
larly, usually under the di¬ 
rection of Teddy Wilson, 
with studio bands that in¬ 
cluded many of the finest 
jazz musicians of the day. 

These recordings, made 
between 1935 and 1942, 

constitute a major body of jazz music; many include 
work by saxophonist Lester Young, with whom Holiday 
had particular empathy. The recordings caught the at¬ 
tention of musicians throughout America and soon 
other singers were working in Holiday's light, rhythmic 
manner. 

Popularity with a wider audience came more slowly. 
Holiday joined Count Basie in 1937 and Artie Shaw in 
1938, becoming one of the first black singers to be fea¬ 
tured with a white orchestra. She started to have suc¬ 
cess with slow, melancholy songs of unrequited love. 



particularly Lover Man (1944). By the end of the 1940s, 
she was a popular star, and in 1946 took part in the 
film New Orleans with Louis Armstrong and Kid Ory. 

At the same time as her career was taking off. Holi¬ 
day's private life was deteriorating. She was jailed on 
drug charges in 1947 after a highly publicized trial. 
She compulsively attached herself to men who mis¬ 
treated her, and she began drinking heavily. Her 
health suffered; she lost most of her by then substan¬ 
tial earnings, and her voice coarsened through age 
and mistreatment. Although 
she continued to sing and 
record, and to tour frequently 
until the mid-1950s, it was no 
longer with her former spirit 
and skill. She died in 1959. 

Holiday is often considered 
the foremost female singer in 
jazz history, a view substanti¬ 
ated by her influence on later 
singers. Her voice carried a 
wounded poignancy that was 
part of her attraction for audi¬ 
ences. 

Julie Dunn is the perfect vocalist to pay tribute to 
Billie Holiday. She has released four CDs, playing 
alongside Johnny Dankworth's son Alec, and she has 
toured the country playing in prestigious venues such 
as the Vortex and the 606 Club in London. She has 
garnered widespread acclaim in the press, with Chris 
Parker describing her as "a class act - warm, com¬ 


pelling...impeccable" and Muse Magazine praising 
her as a "soulful jazz songstress who effortlessly sings 
in her distinctively rich and smooth vocal style." 

Julie will be joined by pianist Philip Clouts of whom 
Jazzwise Magazine has said "Clouts'solos have an at¬ 
tractively crisp, bluesy clarity that's punctuated with 
evocative impressionism"

LEPIDOPTERIST, professor, inventor and author, Philip 
Howse OBE is headed to Bridport Arts Centre with a talk 
on the mythology of one of the world's most mysteri¬ 
ous creatures, the Deaths Head Hawk Moth.

More than 30,000 road accidents a year 
caused by drivers'failing to look properly' 


THE Institute of Advanced Motorists (lAM) has 
identified that once again 'failure to look 
properly' is the most common contributory 
factor included in over 30,000 vehicle acci¬ 
dents a year, following a Freedom of Informa¬ 
tion request to the Department forTransport. 

Police can record up to six contributory fac¬ 
tors from a list of 77 for each incident to ex¬ 
plain why they think a crash took place but 
the top two give the most obvious reasons for 
the incident. Analysis of the 2013 contribu¬ 
tory factor combinations shows that top of 
the list was'failure to lookproperly'combined 
with a 'failure to judge another person's path 
or speed' These two together were responsi¬ 
ble for 13,299 accidents, or 7% of the total 
number. 

Next up was 'failure to look properly' com¬ 
bined with 'carelessness or recklessness', or 
'judged to be in a hurry'. These totalled 9,132 
accidents, or 5% of the total. 

Third was 'failure to judge another driver's 
path or speed', combined with 'carelessness or 
recklessness', or'judged to be in a hurry'. To¬ 
gether these were judged to be a causation 


factor in 4,339 accidents, or 2% of the total. 

This combination of reasons showed an in¬ 
crease from 2010 of 363, where there were 
8,638 accidents caused by these two together. 

Other reasons to emerge from the data 
were more than 3,000 accidents caused by 
'slippery roads due to weather conditions' 
combined with 'loss of vehicle control' (num¬ 
ber seven on the list) and 1,470 accidents 
caused by'excessive speed'combined with' 
losing control of the vehicle' (number 17). 

Failure to look appears twice more in the 
top 20 with 'aggressive driving' combined 
with 'carelessness or recklessness', or'judged 
to be in a hurry'bottom of the list. These were 
the cause of 1,418 accidents. 

The top 20 combinations of reasons totalled 
some 200,074 accidents. The full table can be

Sarah Sillars, lAM chief executive officer, 
said: "These figures show conclusively that 
simple human errors continue to cause the 
majority of accidents. Drivers cannot blame 
something or someone else for a collision 
happening, it is down to every one of us to 


make a difference. 

"We feel that many people eventually get 
complacent behind the wheel and inatten¬ 
tion creeps in. Combine this with fatigue and 
distractions, inside and outside the vehicle 
and the message is clear that drivers must 
apply their full attention to driving - you sim¬ 
ply cannot do two things at once if one of 
them is driving. 

"We have consistently advocated that con¬ 
tinuous assessment is one of the main ways 
to ensure no driver gets into bad behaviours 
that cannot then be rectified." 

Two weeks ago the Department forTrans¬ 
port (DfT) published the latest accident sta¬ 
tistics for Britain which showed overall 
casualties have risen for the first time in 18 
years. 

The figures show there were 1,775 reported 
road deaths in 2014, an increase of 4% com¬ 
pared with 2013. The number of those killed 
or seriously injured in Britain increased by 5% 
to 24,582. There were a total of 194,477 casu¬ 
alties of all severities, an increase of 6% - the 
first increase in overall casualties since 1997.
